Week Is 


VARIATION IS 
KEY FACTOR IN 
STATE GROWTH 


The South is now enjoying 
the iruits of variation, accura- 
ing to Dr. Charles T, ‘Taylor, 
economist and Assistant Vice 
President. of the Federal Re- 
serve Bank of Atlanta, 

Although farm income drop- 
‘ped sharply in 1957, he writes 
In the bank’s February Month- 
ly Review, and the two tradit- 
jonally most important indus- 
tries reduced their working 
forces, personal income was 
higher than in any previous 
year. : 

“Moreover,” he adds, “with 
the start of 1958, we find the 
Slowing down of activity in the 
country's economy touching on 
the District but lightly.” 

“These income developments 
in the District are the fruit of 
greater diversification.” 

The District Dr. Taylor re- 
fers to is the Sixth Federal Re- 
serve District, which includes 
Alabama, Florida, Georgia, and 
the southern half of Louisiana, 
Mississippi, and Tennessee. 

Just twenty-five years ago, 
the South was heavily depend- 
ent on cash crop farming for 
its incomes. The small share 
provided by manufacturing 
came mostly from just two in- 
dustries—textiles and lumber. 

Although “reports on farm 
income do nof make cheerful 
reading,” he says, the picture 
in 1957 “was not quite as 
black as it could have been 
had not a growing livestock 
industry provided income for 
more farmers than was onc 
the case,” b < 

Since World War II, the re- 
lative importance of the tex- 
tile and lumber industries has 
been reduced by the expansion 
of manufacturing in other 
fields, particularly chemicals, 
metal fabrication, and pulp 
and paper. 

Employment in these growth 
industries held up well in 1957, 
holding the total decline in 
manufacturing employment to 
only 2 per cent, less than half 
the decline in textile employ- 
ment and only a fourth of the 
decline in the lumber, furniture 
and fixtures, industry. 

Of all nonfarm jobs, howev- 
er, only about a third are in 
manufacturing now. In the 
South last year, more non- 
farm, non - manufacturning 
jobs were filled than in 1956 in 
each major category except 
transportation, communicat - 
ions, and public utilities. Wa- 
ges and salaries increased ev- 
en more than employment. 

Looking ahead, Dr. Taylor 
sees further strengthening of 
our economic base through 
greater diversification of our 
income sources. He adds that 
this will soften the effects of 
any national recession. 

“For the long run, moreover,” 
he concludes, “this diversifi- 
cation provides a base for an 
even more productive use of 
the area’s economic potentiali- 
ties.”

commercial forest area, 40 per 
cent of the phosphate rock.

In all the South, Alabama 
ranks first in production of 
primary metals with an in- 
crease 1939-1956 of 435 per 
cent as compared with an U. 
S. increase of 375 per cent for 
the. same period.

1955. 

Recognized experts in indus- 
trial development, forecast for 
the five-year period of 1957- 
1961, location in Alabama of 
165 new industrial and manu- 
facturing plants, at an invest- 
ment of over $801 millions with 
an annual payroll that will ex- 
ceed $152 millions per year. 

A $7 million magnesium 
plant has just been built in 
central Alabama. It will have 
a payroll of $1 million yearly. 
An Alabama - Mississippi Com- 
pact has been organized to pro- 
mote the Tennessee - Tom- 
bigbee Waterway, linking the 
port of Mobile with the inland 
ports of the Mid-West as far 
north as Cincinnati, Pittsburg, 
Chicago, and Minneapolis. 
Five new hydroelectric dams 
with an uitimate capacity of 
421,700 Kw are approved for 
construction as soon as possi- 
ble on the Coosa River,

A noted advertising consu!- 
tant recently described a typi- 
Cal problem he meets while as 
Sisting small city retailers With 
their advertising. In the case 
used for an example his client 
Was a dress shop. 

After looking over the past 
advertisements of the shop, the 
consultant told the ow ner, 
“You don't give people enough 
information about your mer- 
changdise,” 

“We use good illustrations 
and list brand names and Siz- 
es, There's not much else to 
Say,” the merchant replied. 

“What about price? That’s 
important to every shopper.” 

“We always felt that inchid- 
ing prices would cheapen our 
advertising or frighten people 
away,” the shop owner Said. 

The consultant fished 2 sec- 
tion of the New York Times 
from his brief case. He opened 


‘it to the advertisements of 


some of the highest quality 
dress shops in the world, pri- 
ces were shown for every item 
advertised, including fur coats 
Selling for more than $6,000. 
There was certainly no con- 
nection between pricing and 
quality here, 


“our research shows that 
pricing advertised items may 
mcrease results over 100 per- 
cent on goods sold at standara 
prices. Instead of being a sign 
of bad taste, pricing is a sign 
of integrity and fairness,” the 
consultant said, 

The consultant added that 
many prospective customers do 
not bother to check on unpri- 
ced advertised items because 
they just assume that the pri- 
ces would be too high. “Very 
few American shoppers like to 
bargain. They want to know 
what to expect when they go 
out to buy,” he said. “we know 
that a lot of small city trade 
goes to metropolitan stores be- 
cause all the large city stores 
include prices in their advertis— 
ing, and usually the prices are 
no lower#than local prices.”

Good progress was made to 
ward planting and crop culti- 
vation in southern counties of 
Alabama during the week trom 
April 29 to May 6, according to 
the Weekly Crop and Weather 
Report issued by Alabama Po- 
lytechnic Institute, 

Crops are generally late in 
all areas and the continued de- 
lay in northern counties is of 
real concern, the report says. 

Planting of cotton is about 
finished in most 
counties and is well advanced 
im a number of central Alaba,; 
ma counties, Stands are gen 
erally good on the acre age that 
S up and chopping is getting 
under way. Wet fields have 
seriously delayed planting in 
some central counties and all 
of North Alabama where a 
large proportion of the crop 
remains to be planted. 

Good progress was made 
planting peanuts in commer- 
cial producing counties of 
South and Southeast Alabama 
during the week. A number of 
counties report as much as 90 
per cent of the acreage plant- 
ed to date, Good stands are re- 
ported for the acreage that is 
up. 

The weather forecast for the 
week May 5-10 is that temper- 
ature will average 2 to 3 de- 
grees below normal. Normal 
minima is 52 to 66 degrees. 
Precipitation is expected to be 
moderate to locally heavy in 
scattered thundershowers main 
ly latter half of period.

IN STATE IS UP 
BY $2 MILLION 


Alabama’s Department of 
Pensions and Security is cur- 
rently paying more than $2 
million a month in support of 
the State’s needy than was 
paid in 1954, 

This is a highlight of a 
three - year review of his de- 
partment’s work just released 
by Pensions and Security Com- 
missioner Dr. J. S. Snoody. 

Snoody said: ‘In March this 
year more than $5.2 million 
was paid out to Alabama’s 
needy through the Department 
of Pensions and Security. This 
1S nearly $2.2 million more than 
the amount paid to needy per- 
sons at the end of 1954 when 
the present Administration 
took office,” 

Tne Commissioner said “re- 
quirements for old age pen- 
sions were made more liberal 
after a special session of the 
Legislature early in 1955 abo- 
lished the Relative Responsi- 
bility Law and provided addi- 
tional revenues.” 

Shnoody said, “the receiving 
pensions and assistance pay- 
ments in March this year was 
141,647, compared with 92,226 
at the end of 1954. The March 
1958 overall total)’ Snoody 
pointed out, “includes 103,542 
old people on the old age pen- 
sion roles, compared to the 63,- 
309 old age pensions being paid 
at the end of 1954.” 

Repeating an earlier plea, 
however, Dr. Snoody added, 
“payments should be more ade- 
quate if needs are to be met 
for the aged and others who 
receive payments...” 

Snoody said the current 
business recession is increasing 
pressures on the State pens- 
ions roles because “persons 
Out of work cannot Support de- 
pendent. relatives.”

Gov. James E. Folsom has 
praised the Alabama Highway 
Patrol after he had received a 
complete report for the period 
January 1955 through April 1, 
1958 submitted by State Safety

Here are some of the high- 
lights of that report: 

“Progress was made in 1957 
campared with 1956, in that 
Alabama had 799 less acci- 
dents, 68 less fatalities, 817 less 
injuries, and $240,635 less pro- 
perty damage.” Comparative 
figures for the first three 
months of this year and the 
January through March fig- 
ures for 1957 show there have 
been 136 road traffic deaths 
noted by the Highway Patrol 
this year, compared with 168 
in the same period last year.
